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Trade  Surplus  Up  -  February’s 
agricultural  trade  surplus  totaled  $1 .9 
billion,  20  percent  higher  than  the 
previous  month,  but  slightly  less  than 
February  1 992.  The  surplus  for  October 
1 992  to  February  1 993  totaled  $9.2 
billion,  1  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier 
(table  3). 

Exports  Gain  -  Exports  rose  to  $3.8 
billion  in  February,  but  were  about  $41 
million  less  than  last  February.  Beef 
exports  fell  as  Japan,  a  major  beef 
market,  delayed  imports  until  lower  beef 
tariffs  became  effective  April  1.  Mexico 
and  Korea  also  imported  less.  Horticul¬ 
tural  exports  slowed,  as  fruit  and  tree  nut 
shipments  declined  from  a  year  ago,  and 
vegetable  exports  remained  about  the 
same.  October-February  exports  totaled 
$1 9.3  billion,  3  percent  above  a  year 
earlier. 

Wheat  exports  increased  to  3.2  million 
tons  in  February,  slightly  larger  than  last 
year.  Exports  to  China  increased  to 
550,000  tons,  as  shipments  of  last  fall’s 
EEP  sales  picked  up.  Other  major 
destinations  included  Egypt  with  over 
350,000  tons,  Japan  (285,000  tons), 
Morocco  (247,000  tons),  and  India 
(220,000  tons).  Shipments  fell  to  the 
former  Soviet  Union  at  230,000  tons. 
Wheat  exports  for  October-February 
totaled  nearly  15.8  million  tons,  6  percent 
less  than  a  year  ago. 

Corn  exports  fell  to  3.5  million  tons,  but 
were  2  percent  larger  than  last  February. 
Japan  was  the  largest  market  at  1 .1 
million  tons.  Shipments  totaled  almost 
370,000  tons  to  South  Africa,  and 
330,000  tons  to  Taiwan.  Exports  fell  to 
only  a  few  thousand  tons  to  the  former 
Soviet  Union,  as  its  credit  problems 
halted  sales.  Corn  exports  for  October- 
February  totaled  20.2  million  tons,  23 
percent  larger  than  a  year  earlier. 

Soybean  exports  continued  upward, 
reaching  almost  2.9  million  tons  in 
February,  1 6  percent  larger  than  a  year 
ago.  The  Netherlands  was  the  initial 
destination  for  nearly  700,000  tons,  and 
other  EC  countries  purchased  close  to  1 
million  tons.  Japan  took  490,000  tons. 
Exports  to  Mexico  increased  to  150,000 
tons,  the  largest  shipments  since  July 


1 992.  October-February  exports  totaled 
12.2  million  tons,  12  percent  ahead  of  a 
year  ago. 

Grain  sorghum  exports  increased  to 
867,000  tons  in  February,  but  were 
about  18  percent  less  than  last 
February’s  unusually  large  shipments. 
Exports  rose  to  548,000  tons  for  Mexico, 
but  fell  to  205,000  tons  for  Japan. 
October-February  exports  were  3.3 
million  tons,  4  percent  less  than  last  year. 

Cotton  exports  continued  downward  to 
1 07,000  tons,  35  percent  below  last 
February.  Exports  to  Korea  rose  to 
22,000  tons,  remained  unchanged  to 
Japan,  but  dropped  to  Mexico  at  13,000 
tons.  October-February  exports  totaled 
nearly  500,000  tons,  30  percent  less 
than  a  year  earlier. 

Imports  Down  -  February  imports 
declined  to  $1 .9  billion,  about  the  same 
level  as  a  year  ago.  Beef  imports  fell 
almost  50  percent  in  February  after  the 
surge  in  imports  from  Australia  and  New 
Zealand  in  January.  Vegetable  imports 
of  $255  million  were  lower  than  the 
previous  month,  but  higher  than  last 
year.  Fruit  shipments  were  about  the 
same  as  a  year  ago.  Cocoa  imports 
dropped  sharply  to  $77  million  after 
reaching  a  seasonal  peak  in  January. 
Coffee  imports  totaled  about  $1 40 
million,  but  were  substantially  lower  than 
a  year  earlier.  Imports  for  October- 
February  totaled  $1 0.1  billion,  4  percent 
higher  than  last  year.  (Joel  Greene,

Trade  Balances  -  In  calendar  1992  the 
U.S.  agricultural  trade  balance  stood  at 
$1 8.3  billion,  and  the  largest  surplus 
was  with  Japan  at  $8.2  billion,  followed 
by  the  former  Soviet  Union  at  $2.3 
billion  (table  4).  The  largest  surpluses 
were  with  countries  that  export  very 
little  to  the  United  States,  but  the  U.S. 
balances  with  Canada  and  Mexico,  with 
substantial  two-way  agricultural  trade, 
were  also  positive,  at  $800  million  and 
$1.4  billion,  respectively.  The  largest 
agricultural  trade  deficit  was  with  Brazil 
at  $1 .2  billion,  followed  by  Australia  at 
$838  million.
